APPEAL IS SELFISH 


INCONSISTENT ATTITUDE OF RE¬ 
PUBLICAN PUBLISHERS. 


Newspaper Proprietor* pr.trrrrcQ F 
Wood Pulp and Free Print Paper 
- But Stand' Pat on Other 
■"rurt Extortion*. 


The American Newspaper Publish¬ 
ers’ association, mostly Republicans, 
at their meeting in New York again 
urged congress to pass a bill for free 
wood pjuip and free print paper. Un¬ 
cle Joe and the Republican managers 
In congress were loath to take notice 
of the matter The Republican pub¬ 
lishers can hardly blame the Reptfbli- 
can politicians.

They 
not only ask for the tariff on paper 
to be removed, but also, unlike the 
Republican publishers, want the tariff 
tax on nearly 'everything else reduced 
or abolished. That is they are anx¬ 
ious to aee everyone get a fair share 
of the tariff reduction, and although 
very naturally they ask that their 
own business be freed from the plun¬ 
dering of a rapacious trust, they do 
not stop at that, but ask for tariff re¬ 
form on all articles of necessity, es¬ 
pecially those products sold by the 
trusts cheaper to foreigners than to 
our own people. 

Of course, the action of , Speaker 
Cannon in having a special committee 
appointed to investigate the paper 
trust and the price of wood pulp and 
paper is but to try and evade action, 
with the implied promise of reform¬ 
ing the pgper an* wood schedule after 
election. But can this implied prom¬ 
ise be relied on. and how will ihe 
people fare in the tariff reductions 
they desire? If the tariff protection 
the paper trust enjoys is taken from 
It, wliy should other trusts still be 
protected? The whole brood of trusts 
would then take alarm and the Repub¬ 
lican campaign managers would be 
more seriously alarmed than the 
managers of trusts, for when Mr. 
Bliss and 1 Mr. Cortelyou. or whoever is 
selected by the Republican campaign 
managers to bleed vhe trusts, call for 
their share of the swag to reelect 
those who “firmly believe In the prin¬ 
ciple of protection.’' they would hardly 
be greeted with outstretched hands as 
heretofore. It would, therefore, seem 
that. Uie Republican publishers must 
suffer fpr their love of protection for 
the s?ike of principle, and the Demo¬ 
cratic publishers must suffer because 
they can'l hflp it.

The tobacco trust is reported to be 
about to dissolve Ftlcndst in Wash¬ 
ington—apparen tly Rqmt bl .'cans—are 
said to have advised smsh action on 
the ground thai the officials of the 
trust are liable to prosecution under 
the anti-tmsl law. Ever since 1902 the 
department of justice hus had on file 
the evidence to convict the trust offl 
rials, but has refused to prosecute. 
Now at this late day, just before a'na¬ 
tional election, evidently for political 
effect, ihe administration is beginning 
to get busy. But apparently the trust 
officials need not be alarmed, they 
have the tip to prepare for the inevi¬ 
table and by dissolving the present 
trust can organize In secret, atnl un¬ 
der a gentleman s agreement can still 
plunder the tobacco growers and the 
tobacco consumers, as the beer com 
bine is doing. 

It. is believed that the entire Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco company, the American 
or United Cigar Stores company, the 
American Cigar Stands company, Hie 
American Snuff company, the Ameri¬ 
can Licorice company, together with 
many other underlying and subsidiary 
companies composing the .American 
Tobacco company, will undergo re¬ 
organization. and that a number of In¬ 
dependent companies controlling the 
tobacco and paper cigarette, boxes, 
licorice, Russia;! and Turkish cigar¬ 
ette. leaf export, and other companies, 
will be reorganized under separate 
heads. *

NO “GOOD TRUSTS 


Point Worth Remembering When “Siz¬ 
ing Up" Friend or Enemy. 


SECRETARY TAFT'S ARGUMENT A 
PALPABLE FALLACY. 


"Whenever you see a man with a 
big. thick thumb, be careful of him," 
says a palmster. “and be especially 
careful if the first joint, the nail joint. 
Is longer or thicker than the sfifond. 

“The thumb 1 b regarded as indicat¬ 
ing both intellectual and will power. 
The second joint, if longer than the 
first, Is supposed to Indicate the pre¬ 
dominance of the Intellect over the 
will. Such a man, however courage¬ 
ous he may be, will always let his Im¬ 
pulse be controlled by his Intellect. 
He will be cool, clear-headed, both In 
word and in action, will rarely be 
flustered.' even under strong excite¬ 
ment. and however angry he may be¬ 
come. will rarely allow his an^er to 
control his actions or lead him Into 
saying or doing anything imprudent. 

"The man, however, whose first 
thumb Joint is thicker than the sec¬ 
ond, especially If it ia longer, gen¬ 
erally mistakes obstinacy for firmness, 
is rash, quick to take offense, easily 
loses control of himself, and will gen¬ 
erally fight on small provocation. It 
is almost impossible to reason with 
such a man, for when excited or angry 
he loses his reasoning power and is 
so carried away by furious passion 
i hat he often incurs the suspicion of 
being crazy.” 


‘Cost Reduction” Through Combina¬ 
tion. If True, Ha* Proved of No 
Benefit to the American Peo¬ 
ple—Whole Theory Wrong. 


Secretary Taft seems to have got 
into’trouble over his late remarks to 
the railroad conductors at ’ Chicago. 
The Socialists quote what h^ said 
with, satisfaction as admitting “the 
fact of the class struggle." The secre¬ 
tary declares he was misquoted, and 
that what he did say was this: 

“That unless laborers united into 
organizations, the laborer would stand 
no chance In that Inevitable contro¬ 
versy that we always hope will be 
peaceful, but that must' exist—that 
inevitable controversy as to how la¬ 
bor and capital shall shafe the Joint 
product of both.” 

The effort of Secretary Taft to allay 
the dislike of labor to him, on account 
of his former Injunctions when judge. 
In the interest of employers, and 
against the strikers, will require more 
than such a'small tub that he has 
thrown to the labor whale 

But whatever may come of the con¬ 
troversy between Mr. Taft and or¬ 
ganized labor, there is another state¬ 
ment he is reported to have made in 
ihe same speech that no Democrat can 
indorse, because It does not agree 
with notorious facts. “Combinations 
of capital," said Mr. Taft," within the 
bounds of the law are necessary for 
business expediency and for cost re¬ 
duction.”. Mi;. Taft evidently believes 
with President Roosevelt that there 
are “good trusts” which through mo¬ 
nopoly can produce “cost reduction.” 
It w<»uld be^Jnteresting to know how 
these eminent Republicans explain 
the fact that although the steel trust 
by combination virtually controls the 
steel production of the country and 
has undoubtedly reduced the cost of 
production, yet persists in maintaining 
the price of its products at the top 
notch. “Cost reduction" of trust prod 
ucts is but of little service to the 
American people if they do not par¬ 
ticipate in the reduction by buying 
cheaper goods. As the trusts by com¬ 
bination may reduce the cost of their 
products, why should not the people 
who use them participate In the re¬ 
duced cost? From the restricted views 
of Secretary Taft and President Roose¬ 
velt, ;a trust that produces cheaper 
than independent manufacturers can. 
Is a good trust, but from a Democratic 
standpoint the whole theory of trust 
combinations is based on monopoly, 
and the tariff which protects the 
trusts is the chief cause of their ex 
istence. 

Cost reduction without reduction In 
price to consumers is but an absurd 
Republican fallacy. 

Th^re can be no trust or combina¬ 
tion unless there is some kind of mo- 
nopoljy back of it. Therefore, there can 
be np combinations that are good for 
the people. Those trusts that are pro¬ 
tected by the tariff would soon become 
com|*ratively “good" if the tariff that 
proteins them was reduced to a reve¬ 
nue Uasis so that the competition they 
have i smothered at home by combina 
Mon would be revived by competition 
from;abroad. If by combination un 
der free competition the trusts, lie it 
the steel trust or anv other tryst, can 
then by "cost reduction” sell iheir 
products cheaply to the American peo¬ 
ple. there would be some ground for 
saying such a competing trust is a 
good 'trust. But there never tan be a 
good trust as long as it is so pro 
lected by the Republican policy of 
tariff protection that it can charge 
more for its products here than it sells 
such i products for In foreign coun¬ 
tries. 

If the trur*s have any bargain 
counter propositions to offer, they 
should be first offered to the American 
people.

Too heavy feeding of the sows may 
lead to the sickness of her pigs. 

8houlder or back sores on a horse

Now is the time to plan for succu¬ 
lent food for the time when the pas¬ 
turage will become poor. 

Many a weedy field is the product 
of the farmer's indifference to the 
value of cleaned and pure seed. 

A little care is all that is necessary 
to keep the collar and. harness from 
chafing the horse and developing 
•ores. 

Provide a breeding plot where you 
can grow your corn under special ob¬ 
servation and provide Improved seed 
for use next year. 

Proper orchard cultivation can only 
be determined by understanding char¬ 
acter or the soil, slope of the land, 
age of the trees, and the varieties. 

Look out for bloat in the sheep 
when turning out to pasture. Break 
them in slowly. Turn them on the 
grass after giving the customary 

feed. 

Don’* let the warm weather catch 
you without having cleaned and 
white washed the poultry house. It 
Is easier to keep the lice pests down 
If you start early. 

* Look out for red rust in the black¬ 
berry patch. When seed promptly dig 
up and burn the Infected plant, being 
careful not to scatter the fungus dust 
over healthy bushes. 

Don’t yank and pull the horses 
around and shout at them. This is 
the surest way of not getting them to 
do what you want done. The horse 
la an intelligent animal, if you are 
not 

A farmer of ready wit saved his 
horse from bleeding to death from a 
cut artery by binding upon the wound 
a mixture of equal parts of wheat 
flour and salt He used about three 
pints of the mixture and left it on for 
several days until it worked off. 

Learn to be patient. Don’t fret over 
the weather. Ood has been sending 
the seasons around one after the other 
for millions upon millions of years and 
He knows what He is about You can¬ 
not Improve on the Divine program, 
much as you think you could, some¬ 
times. 

There is only one way to keep bac¬ 
teria out of milk and that is by way 
of cleanliness. The milker needs to 
be clean, the cows need to be wiped 
off, the milking needs to be done 
through sterilized cheese cloth, the 
milk removed from barn at once and 
cooled and then set where it will not 
be affected by dust or odors. 

Here is a point to remember in car¬ 
ing for your stock next winter. Some 
recent tests have shown the value 
of good quarters and plenty of bed¬ 
ding for fattening animals. It was 
shown that when a steer is standing 
up he uses from 30 to 50 per cent, 
more food for making body heat than 
he does when he Is lying down. Pro¬ 
vide plenty of bedding and get the 
most growth. 

Now do consider the matter of 
sending your boy to your state agri 
cultural college. He ought to be a bet¬ 
ter farmer than you, no matter how 
successful you have been, and the 
wav to make him so Is to put him in 
a position where he can learn the lat 
est and most scientific agricultural 
methods. He can get the'theoretical 
knowledge at school and you can keep 
him evenly balanced by supplying the 
practical knowledge. 

Fight the weeds with the sprayer 
Prof. H. L. Bolley of North Dakota 
has’show n by experiment that certain 
cheap chemicals like copperas, also 
sadt. can be used as a spray on the 
young weeds so as to kill or retard 
them effectively without injury to the 
growing crop. The method is cheap 
enough to be employed in grain fields 
where other methods of control are 
difficult to apply. The tests with this 
process bave been extensive enough 
to show that it is likely to become 
a permanent method in the grain 
growing states. The experiment sta¬ 
tions score again and prove once more 
the wisdom and value of spending yub 
lie funds in maintaining them. 


Clean out the mows thoroughly after 
they are emptied so as to be ready | 
for the new crop which before many j 
weeks will be waiting for the mower. |

May and June are the little chicks I 
best growing months. Put them right | 
ahead as fast as you can and your 
Pfofits will look big when market day 
comes for the early broilers. 

I The cow is naturally a nervous, j 
sensitive animal, and rough, noisy 
handling will make her more so. With j 
the constant Irritation of such treat¬ 
ment she will fail in quantity of milk. I 
See to It that your hired help is not 1 
thus robbing you. 

Look out for head lice on the little 
chicks. A few will suck the vitality I 
from the little fellows and keep them i 
from growing.

Good plan to have enough cherry 
trees so as to have enough to spare 
son^e for the birds. Remember that | 
the cherries are not the only things 
the birds eat, and that while they 
are feasting at your expense they are I 
protecting you from myriads of in-1 
sect enemies. Surely the laborers is I 
worthy of bis hire. * 

The chicken yard can be too shady. 
Do not plant too many trees. Shade 
Is good for chickens in hot weather. | 
but sunshine is a necessity. Do not 
have the trees -so close together, or I 
so arranged, that all of the lot will bj ! 
shaded by them at any time of the 
day. Be sure, especially, to give the 
early morning sun a chance to get 
In. Remember, too, the trees are li¬ 
able to make a very vigorous growth 
if the soil is at all suitable. 

On land that Is hilly and Inclined 
to wash fill up the washy places with ! 
corn sulks and rubbish of similar char¬ 
acter. Later this rubbish may be 
plowied under and made to become 
productive humus. When plowing I 
weather comes do not burn corn stalks | 
and weeds, but plow them under to ' 
become a part of the soil. They will | 
not only furnish available plant roods 1 
but will enhance the physical quality I 
of the soil, making It open to the I 
disintegrating action of air and soil | 
bacteria, and thus liberating more | 
plant foods from previously insoluble } 
soil particles. 

It pays to prepare special furrows! 
for the poUto seed rather than to | 
drop it in the plow furrows. Prof, j 
R. A. Emerson of Nebraska suggests I 
that ta good method is to throw up! 
ridges over the rows in order that j 
the v|eeds which start In the row may¬ 
be killed by harrowing the ridges I 
down; as the planls^are coming up. 1 
The seed should be cut to one or two 
eyes and planted about four laches j 
deep, 12 inches In the row. If there j 
is any scab on the seed it should be j 
soaked before cutting for two hours 
In a solution of one-half pint formalin 
to 15 gallons water. Seed which is 
badly wilted and sprouted will not 
yield .over half as much as souud, 
plump unsprouted seed. 

The orchard has Its place on every 
farm. The average stork and grain ! 
farmer who has a farm of 160 acres j 
or more ought to grow enough fruit of 
all kinds to supply *he needs of his! 
family. If he undertakes to do more II 
than this he will find that either the 
fruit or the farm work will be neg¬ 
lected. and when it comes to a choice 
between the two It will pay him better 
to neglect the fruit than bis farm 
work. For the health and comfort of 
the family grow enough fruit to supply 
its needs, but' if you undertake much 
more than this there is trouble and 
annoyance fehead unless there Is 
some one In the family who can do 
the puttering work necessary without 
Interfering with the general work of 
the farm. -
